To Rev. James Chalmers Is Due Most 
of the Information Which We Now 
Have of the Habits and Customs | 
of the Man-Eating Tribes of the, 
South Seas—He Was Eaten by the | 
Natives of New Guinea, 


The civilized world read with a | 
shudder the news brought to it recent- | 
ly of the killing and eating by Tonga 
Island cannibals of two Presbyterian | 
missionaries, Rev, Horatio Hopkins | 
and kev. Hector McPherson, | 

An added significance was given to | 
the tragedy. of martyrdom by the re- | 

rt brought to Seattle, Wash., by the | 
Gaskentine Mary E. Wilkelman that | 
among the natives of the Tonga, Solo- 
mon, Cook, Society, and other South | 
Pacific island groups there was in| 

rogress a general revival of — 
eathen customs. 

The most atrocious of these customs 
is cannibalism, and it is especially 
significant that the first item of news 
with regard to the so-called revival | 
tells of cannibalism on an island in | 
the group which was supposed to have | 
traveled further than most on the 
road of civilization. The Tonga, or 
Friendly Islands were the scene of 
some of the earliest and most success- 
ful attempts at mission work.

The Tonga, or Friendly, Islands, lie 
to the southeast of Fiji, on the twen- 
tieth parallel. They are British, hav- 
ing been wholly acquired in 1899, 
when Great Britain ceded all her 
rights to Germany in the Samoan 
group. 

To James Chalmers a great deal of 
the worid’s later information as to 


the customs and superstitions of the | 


South Sea Islands, friendlies and can- 
nibals alike, is due. But for his own 
descriptions of some of those heathen 
rites readers might have been rather 
puzzled as to the reference in the 
new despatch about the natives who 
captured the missionaries holding “a 
corroboree for two days and nights.” 

The sorcerer talked with the spirits 
which the South Sea islanders believe 
remain around human habitations af- 
ter life leaves the mundane body. 
anything went wrong—heavy rains, a 
drought, a hurricane, or an epidemic 
of disease—the kaevakuku asked the 
spirits what was troubling them. The 
sorcerer, perhaps exercising a little 
discretion and a little private spite of 
his own, would attribute the displea- 
sure of the gods to some particular 
and often innucent individual of the 
tribe, who must forthwith be killed 
and eaten. 

The power of this kaevakuku may 
be seen in an experience of James 
Chalmers ‘when he was cruising among 
the islands to the south of New Gui- 
nea. Being a Christian teacher he 
treated a powerful sorcerer of Yule 
Island with scant courtesy, The sor- 
cerer immediately took the stand of 
a walking delegaté and called out all 
the missionary’s rowers, The mission- 
ary tackled the kaevakuku single- 
handed and, being a man of some 
spirit, he anely convinced the sorcer- 
er that he had better let his rowers 
alone. 

The missionary’s boat proceeded, 
followed by a prophecy of the sor- 
cerer that the missionary and all his 

ple would be killed at the next 
sland (Maiva), The crew of the boat 
were very depressed. A high wind 
arose. The natives took it to be the 
first omen of a prophecy about to be 
fulfilled. When a fish leaped into 
the boat it was all the missionary 
could do to convince them that it had 
no connection with their chances of 
being killed and made into “long 


pig.’ 

f y escaped death at Maiva. Later 
the kaevakuku conspired with two 
chiefs to have the prophecy of death 
fulfilled upon Chalmers and his peo- 
ple. The missionary went and con- 


verted both rulers, and that was the 
end of the conspiracy, although later 
about twelve persons, mission teach-

The Growth of Manufactures Marks a 
World's Record. 


Winnipeg is not the only place in the 
West that has wheels. In all prob- 
ability there never .was a case in the 
world of so large a number of manu- 
facturing towns jumping up in a ‘new 
country in so short a time as happen- 
ed in the last ten years—five for that 
matter—in the once vast idle nowhere 
of the wheat belt. 

It may be an old-fashioned idea, this 
of having smokestacks and power- 
houses in a wilderness of wheat. And 
it’s the beginning of a curious phase 
of progress in the prairie country that 


| already before the West has found it- 


self in economics there are two dis- 
tinct classes of people quite outside of 
polities. 

One is the farmer; the other the 
manufacturer. Now it’s only a few 
years since that meant practically the 
West as cpposed to the east. We have 
heard over aud over the plaint of the 
ploughman on the prairie that the 
West was being bled for the sake of 
industrial pockets in the east. 

But almost suddenly we are con- 
fronted with the fact—that in the West 
also is growing up a class of people 
whose interests are to keep a -reason- 
ably high tariff: Wall.

They say 
that as long as Winnipeg and Port 
Arthur and Fort William have enough 
elevators and box cars there’s no need 
tor factories, 

But that’s o very narrow estimate 
of what development really means 
‘the farmer and the tradesman and 
the elevator employe are not enough 
to make cities. There must be factor. 
ies. There must be population who 
| prefer the factory to the farm. 

Such places are growing up. They 
will continue to grow. The ery for. 
lower duties will never prevent them

of a dozen or so of pigs in the Town. 

I would like to take this opportunity 
of informing the Council that the person 
upon whose complaint they acted, who, 
bv the way is an ex-councillor, was very 
far from having the health of the Village 
in mind; in fact he has taken this move 
purely and simply out of spite towards 
myself. If he really fears an outbreak of 
some disease or another, why did he not 
complain long ago when the weather was 
much warmer and flies (now recognized 
asx amongst the greatest carriers of ty- 
phoid germs) much more numerous than 
they are now. 

My only regret is, that in taking the 
above action he has put other people be- 
arg myself to more or less inconvenience, 

ut I suppose that a mind capable of 
such petty neaness is quite iucapable of 

‘seeing this far. 

Now Sir, if it is really the intention of 
the Council to take steps to prevent an 
outbreak of Typhoid fever, a very lauda- 
ble intention indeed, would it not be as

Robertson in a short address explain- 
ed to the members of the Royal so- 
ciety the objects which are _ being 
aimed at by the commission. «In a 
word, he said it was to gather infor- 
mation in which it will make Cana- 
dians better fitted for their jobs. Al- 
ready the evidence of over 688 people 
had been taken and when the work 
was concluded the members hoped 
that they would have accomplished 
something which would make Canada 
a better country in which to live. } 

The address by Dr. Bryce, on 
Canadianization of western Canada,” 
was marked with a h‘gh note of op- 
timism. It was largely historical, the 
speaker tracing the story of the west- 
ern country from the time it was) 
taken over from the Hudson’s Bay 
company to the present time. British | 
sentiment, he said, had always been 
strong in the west. It was cultivated 
by the Hudson’s Bay company in the | 
beginning, and had remained strong | 
ever since. In Winniveg there was | 
more real British sentiment than in| 
the good city of Toronto. Dr. Bryce! 
could not see that it was liable to be| 
lessened by the large influx of foreign 
people. Eastern Canada in its early, 
days, he said, had succeeded in assimi- 
lating a large number of foreign born. | 
Western Canada could be depended | 
upon to do the same. 

Speaking more particularly of the 
so called American invasion, Dr. 
Bryce said that not more than twenty 
per cent. came from pure American 
stock. Eighty per cent. were Cana- 
dians who were returning from the 
United States and immediate descend- | 
ants of people of European birth. The 
new arrivals prefer Canada to the} 
United States for a vari-ty of reasons. 
They prefer Canadian laws, and the} 
way in which they are administered. 
They consider that Canrdian schools 
are better than thos of the United 
States, that there is better control of 
railways and that as a conscouence of 
these conditions, are better for farm-| 
ers. Practically all are willing to b- 
come British subjects. In view of 
these things Dr. Bryce said Canadians 
could rely on their schcol laws and 
institutions and the in‘egritv of the 
Canadian people to give to all foreign- 
ers, who are within their boundaries, 
in the course of time a strong and 
lasting Canadian sentiment.

bers of the duma who were indicted, 
and one of the nine who escaped, He 
was pursued across the country for 
seven months, but finally made his 
way out with the assistance of forged 
passports. The interest in the Fedor- 
enko case is increasing on account of 
the prominent refugees who are fight- 

ing to have the prisoner released.
